New ’Tarzan’ 


Bomb Key ea led

TOKYO. March 14—It’s called 
“ Tarzon.” 
I? we ighs six tons. 
And the Communists in Korea 
probably wish it had never hap­ 
pened. 
The “ it” is a 
new 
type 
of 
bomb which the U.S. Far East 
Airforces disclosed today it is 
using in Korea to knock 
o u t 
enemy bridges and other m as­ 
sive targets. 
The 
12,000 pound 
explosive 
giant is controlled by radio as 
it falls upon its assigned objec­ 
tive. 
“ Tarzon” measures 27 f e e t 
long, 
FLA P headquarters in Tokyo 
said the devastating bomb has 
been in limited use against ta r­ 
gets rn Korea 
since Aug. 
19, 
1950. 
It has destroyed such m ajor 
installations as the steel 
a n d 
concrete Taedong bridge at the 
North Korean Red capital of 
Pyongyang, 
the 
big 
Kanggye 
span and other objectives. 
In 
Washington, the Airforce 
described the Tarzon as a “ ra­ 
dio-! <>ntr< .Hod. free-falling, gen­ 
eral purpose bomb.” 
Tarzon falls short of being a 
true guided missile, the spokes­ 
m an said, only in that it has no 
power of its own. Consequently, 
it can be controlled only to the 
extent that 
its 
glide 
can be 
modified.

WASHINGTON. M a r c h 1 4 - 
Earl Browder, former head of 
the American ommunist arty, 
was acquitted today of contempt 
of congress. 
Federal Judge F. Dickinson 
Letts ruled Browder was not pro- 
, perly directed to reply to 16 ques- 
1 tions he refused to answer last 
April before a Senate subcom- 
i rmttee investigating 
Commun­ 
ism in the government. 
He granted a defense motion 
for a directed verdict of not guil­ 
ty and dismissed the jury which 
had been hearing the case. 
The Senate committee w-hich 
cited the one-time top U. S. Red 
for contempt was probing the 
sensational charges of Sen. Mc­ 
Carthy, (R) Wis., of Communist 
infiltration in the State Depart­ 
ment. It was headed by ex-Sen. 
Tydings, (D) Md. 
In 
announcing 
his decision, 
Letts said there was “ not one in­ 
stance” where Tvdings overrul­ 
ed Browder’s objections to the 
question or “ offered to set him 
right.” 
Judge Letts declared: 
“ It is clear the defendant was 
called as a witness on a very 
J narrow- issue at the behest of 
McCarthy.”

The failure of political man­ 
agement in England’s govern­ 
ment-operated coal industry was 
dramatically illustrated by an 
incident reported last week in 
Time Magazine. London custom 
officials halted a prominent Eng­ 
lishw om an returning home from 
a visit in France. 
“ When asked whether she had 
“ anything to declare*’ in her 
luggage, she opened a swank 
leather suitcase and revealed |

carefully wrapped in tissue pa­ 
per. 
Millions of English people en-' 
her. Their homes have been 
uncomfortably cold this Winter 
because of low cual production 
in socialized mines. Though the 
returning traveler had not com­ 
mitted a legal offense by smug­ 
gling in coal, her act, upon dis­ 
covery, served as an 'ndictment 
of Socialism. It was extremely 
embarassing to the Socialist gov­ 
ernm ent of Britain because Eng­ 
land sits on one of the biggest 
wLoal deposits in the world, and 
both the managers of the mines 
and the miners themselves are 
members of the Labor Socialist 
Party.

♦ 
COAL W AS THE first industry 
socialized in England’s step by 
step “ Democratic” Socialism. It 
was calculated to be the shining 
example. The results a'ter near­ 
ly five years are anything but 
•shining. Under gov* rnment m a n ­ 
agement, the coal industry has 
lost approximately 510,000,000 on 
o. erations, production has drop­ 
ped nearly 20 perron*, and a na­ 
tion with vast coal reserves and 
a multitude of mines and 
im­ 
proved equipment, a nation that 
has always been a great export­ 
er of coal m ust now import it at 
high prices, in ship bottoms— 
and, indeed, in miladc s suit­ 
case! 
Let an Englishman himself, a 
former m em ber of the Labor-So­ 
cialist Party, pinpoint one of the 
major causes of Britain’s coal 
shortage. 
Writing in tile Readers Di­ 
gest, Alfred Edwards, former 
Laborite MI*, says: 
“ The Labor Party cabinet ap­ 
points the personnel of our indus­ 
t r i a l leader.-.hip. Hence ' * u find 
.net the m an in charge of a large 
regional departm ent of coal is a 
former taxi driver who became 
the leader of a taxi union. He un­ 
doubtedly had some talents as a 
union leader, but he certainly 
has no qualifications for running 
the coal industry.”
